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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Applicant has not complied with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit 
of an earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e) as follows: 

An application in which the benefits of an earlier application are desired must 
contain a specific reference to the prior application(s) in the first sentence of the 
specification. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the embedded 
hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 608.01 . 

Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: "code" in line 2 
should be replaced with -unique to a particular patient- to properly refer to its 
antecedent. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the step of providing wave form data" in line 2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the step of providing pulse pressure data" in line 2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claims 4 and 5, it is unclear whether "the step of transmitting the 
cardiovascular condition information" refers to one or both of the transmitting steps in 
claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Applicant has claimed a computer program, 
which is not statutory subject matter. However, Applicant should note that a computer- 
readable medium, encoded with a computer program, is a computer element, which 
defines structural and functional interrelationships between the computer program and 
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the rest of the computer and permits the computer program's functionality to be realized, 
and is thus statutory. See In re Beauregard , 35 USPQ2d 1383 (Fed. Cir. 1995). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chio (4,880,013 cited by Applicant) in view of Brown. Chio discloses a method of 
monitoring the cardiovascular condition of a patient. A data acquisition device acquires 
cardiovascular condition information including a data stream. Data is transmitted from 
the data acquisition device to a remote processor, which is capable of performing data 
processing and data storage functions. Data is then transmitted to a graphic display. 
See entire document, e.g. cols. 4 and 12. Chio does not disclose transmitting data from

the remote processor to a graphic display located at a healthcare provider site. 
However, Brown discloses a method of remotely monitoring the physiological condition 
of a patient. A data acquisition device (58) transmits acquired data to a remote 
processor (54), which transmits to a remote healthcare provider (55, 60, 62). Brown 
further discloses a patient identifier, a healthcare provider identifier and an association 
between the two identifiers such that patient data is transmitted to the appropriate 
healthcare provider only. See col. 12, II. 36-53 and col. 12, 1. 66 to col. 13, 1. 27. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the method of Chio with the step of transmitting data from the remote 
processor to a graphic display located at a healthcare provider site, as taught by Brown, 
to allow a healthcare provider to remotely monitor a patient. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Karz discloses a method of transmitting data from a data 
acquisition device to a remote processor to a remote physician. Finkelstein et al teach 
that it is well known for health care providers to use telecommunication networks to 
monitor patients in their home.
